Superintendent Bud Perry has asked the 
parents of the tenth graders who plan to remain 
at Georgetown to notify the school business of­ 
fice at Liberty Hill in writing by February 25 
If a written com m itm ent is not made by that 
date Perry said. then the school district will not 
pay the student’s tuition and transportation to

The Liberty Hill School Board decided 
Wednesday to accelerate by one year its move 
toward a 12-grade, accredited high school by ad­ 
ding an eleventh grade curriculum to the Liberty 
Hill School term beginning this tall

indicated they would prefer to attend the local 
school this year and eventually graduate from 
the Liberty Hill High School in 1977.

GHS students learn 
consumer protection

Fradulent advertising? 
Students in consumer education classes at 
Georgetown High School learn to deal with it. 
The class, a part of the home economics 
department, also examines many other prac­ 
tical aspects with which each individual will 
probably contend in a free enterprise system. 
An objective of the course, according to in­ 
structor Carolyn Pinson, is to make the student 
aware of high pressure sales tactics, frauds, and 
quacks that they may encounter and how to 
protect themselves from those tactics. 
The class ordered different products from 
magazine advertisements. When the products 
came, students discussed, “how they had been 
taken" and what to do about it. 
“ONE DIET which cost two dollars to order 
was called the 
blitz diet’. When it came it 
basically said the person could eat anything he 
or she wanted, but before going to bed, the 
‘dieter’ was to drink an eight ounce glass of 
prune juice,” Ms. Pinson said. The advertise­ 
ment appealed to a person’s emotion in wanting 
to be attractive, she explained. 
The class is made up of juniors and seniors, 
both male and female. “ Sometimes the class has 
more boys than girls,” Ms. Pinson added. 
Information about the Better Business Bureau 
, and how to use consumer reports is given to the 
students. They are taught laws which protect the 


consumer 
DIFFERENT TYPES of credit accounts, 
credit ratings and how to maintain 
good 
credit are another unit of the class. 
Ms. Pinson said the class discussed ways of 
handling problems of not being able to meet 
credit obligations They study the advantages 
and disadvantages of a “ consolidation loan 
Students learn what a creditor legally can and 
cannot do to harrass them. 
To end the credit unit, the class goes into

Ms. Pinson pointed out some of the basic con­ 
cepts of becoming a more intelligent consumer 
She recommends that each consumer always 
do comparison shopping. Compare products for 
quality as well as for price. 
Another warning she gives the student is to 
always read anything before they sign. 
At a local used car lot, students examine 
vehicles and discuss how to determine if a car is 
worth the amount it is priced. As an added prac­ 
tical lesson, each student is required to learn to 


change an auto tire. 
Another unit discusses funeral arrangem ents 
and selecting caskets. The students tour a 
funeral home and examine caskets which cost up 
to $1800. They compare the different prices and 
why they vary so greatly. 
SINCE ALMOST every individual has to select 
an apartm ent or home, the class goes to 
d iffe ren t ap a rtm en t com plexes to “ shop 
around” for good value. 
Ms Pinson said that she warns students to 
look for hidden clauses in rental leases For ex­ 
ample some leases include a clause which states 
that if the tenant does not give 30 day s notice, 
the lease is automatically renewed for two 


years. 
Another area for attention in choosing an 
a p a rtm en t. Ms. Pinson said, is unusual 
regulations or restrictions. 
The instructor recom m ends that square 
footage or size of an apartm ent should be taken 
into consideration as well as cost of rent She 
said talking to the tenants in an apartm ent com­ 
plex is sometimes a way to find out any 
problems such as excessive noise or bother from 
insc ->ts. 
Guards against eviction from rental housing

LAWMEN ARM FOR SELF-DEFENSE 
The lawman from his first training is disciplined to defer 
to the“civil rights” of lawbreakers 
While we have fettered our police with ream s of 
regulations respecting the “ civil rights" of everybody else, 
there has been no effective, organized nationwide defense of 
the policeman’s rights. 
SO HE S DOING THE BEST HE CAN. In his own self 
defense he’s carrying a bigger gun 
in states where they’ll 
let him. 
It’s not like in the movies. Usually, when you shoot a 
man he keeps coming Unless you hit him in his spine or 
some vital nerve center he ll keep coming If he s a gunman, 
he ll keep shooting 
So some police departm ents are arming themselves with 
dumdum bullets These hollow-point bullets smash on im­ 
pact They’ll knock a man down and out instantly 
The FBI uses hollow-point ammunition because it is the 
only way in a you-or-me situation that the lawman has a 
chance. 
Further, this hollow-point bullet which expands on im­ 
pact is much less likely to go into, through and out of the 
target — thereafter hitting other people 
WHENEVER LAWMEN SEEK 
any advantage for 
themselves we promptly hear an anguished outcry from cer­ 
tain groups In this instance it is the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union (ACLU) which demands that police be prohibited 
from using dumdum bullets. 
Seldom are any bystanders willing to get involved in 
behalf of the policeman, and our lawmakers hear only a lop­ 
sided debate until elected officials, bowing to the organized 
opposition, proceed to pass laws which further constrain 
lawmen. 
In Richmond, Norfolk and Alexandria, Virginia police 
departments have already surrendered to the pressure and 
have withdrawn this ammunition 
In three states bills have been filed which would ban the - 
use of dumdum bullets by police Similar ordinances have 
been proposed in many cities 
Now this American Civil Liberties Union is trying to get 
Congress to make it a law nationally, so that our lawmen 
everywhere will have available less lethal ammunition fhan 
that used by their lawless adversaries. 
IN EACH STATE, meanwhile, ACLU chapters are busily 
preparing lawsuits which contend that the use of such bullets 
violates the victim ’s constitutional rights 
When are we going to consider the constitutional rights 
of our lawmen0 Have they no sim ilar right to “due 
process?” 
The lawbreaker will trim the nose of his magnum am ­ 
munition with a penknife. These self-appointed executioners 
respect no regulations, no restraints, nobody else s rights 
In years past the ACLU has positioned itself alongside 
the victims of deprivation and discrimination 
What's it doing over there on the other side?

Too much taxes 


More attention is being focused on the American tax 
system, which is now being given credit for being the 
fastest growing part of living cost. Currently there is a 
tug of war between President Ford and the Congress, 
with Ford trying to hold back expenditures that would 
add to the tax burden, and Congress wanting to impose 
still deeper bites into the tax-payer's pocketbook.

Burns, chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, an 
American worker with three dependents gave up I per­ 
cent of his income to federal income tax and social 
security payments. Last year that fellow s son was 
paying 
13 percent and the cost was rising. 
"Altogether,’’ Burns remarked, “transfer payments 
— money transferred by working Americans to other 
Americans through the medium of government 
programs, now consume one fifth of wage and salary 
totals. Transfer paym ents — Social Security, 
Medicare, Medicaid, federal retirement pay, food 
stamp programs and others have risen in recent years 
twice as fast as economic growth. 
To illustrate how taxes are moving upward faster 
than income . In 1975 taxes for a family with an income 
of $14,500 rose 26.5 per cent and Social Security taxes 
jumped 21.6 per cent. On the other hand, the cost of 
transportation went up a more modest 14 per cent, 
housing prices moved ahead 13.5 per cent and food 
went up 12 per cent. 
Higher wages and salaries boosted many American 
families into higher tax brackets, a congressional 
study noted recently, scooping off more income 
Senator Hubert Humphrey recently observed that this 
is the first recession in history during which the tax 
burden on families and individuals has increased. 
A $20 BILLION TAX CUT BILL, already passed by 
the House Ways and Means Committee and due for im­ 
mediate debate in the full House, does stress tax relief 
to Americans of medium and lower income.

Last week 
homeowners in 
Durham Park and other sub­ 
divisions — where Pedernales 
Electric Copperative has levied 
a IOO percent surcharge — 
organized opposition to clim­ 
bing electricity bills 
George Dutton, who left that 
meeting promising to withold 
his surcharge payments, 
in­ 
vited all area electricity con­ 
sumers to Monday’s discussion 
at Liberty Hill 
Not only does PEC charge its 
members an 
“energy charge 
a d j u s t m e n t , ” 
but 
the 
cooperative announced in a 
Special Notice it intends to in­ 
clude in next month's billing an 
‘‘interim em ergency sur­ 
charge" of $4 per 1000 kilowatt 
hours. 
L M Lawson, a Georgetown 
businessman and Williamson 
County rancher, notified the 
board of directors of the Peder­ 
nales Electric Cooperate this 
week that he is withholding pay­ 
ment of the energy charge ad­ 
justment. 
‘‘I am depositing the amount 
of the energy charge adjust­ 
ment shown on my power bill 
with 
the Georgetown Savings 
and Loan,” the owner of the 
home-building Lawson Com­ 
pany said. 
"Hopefully, other coopera­ 
tive members will resort to 
the same action. Then, perhaps, 
we will have the necessary fi­ 
nancial resources to back up our 
demands when the time comes 
tor a showdown with the Lower 
Colorado River Authority," 
Lawson, whose ranch borders 
on Durham Park, told The SUN 
that he was billed $244 IO for 
electricity last month. The 
basic bill was $131.41; the fuel 
surcharge levied by the co-op 
was $112.10. 
Two months ago, he said, the 
surcharge actually topped the 
base rate electricity bill! 
He noted that the surcharge is 
levied by the gas-supplying 
LoVaca Gathering Company on 
the Lower Colorado FUver 
Authority. It is passed from the 
LCRA to the Pedernales Eelec- 
tric Cooperative and finally to 
PEC members. 
" I went along with your 
program of increased costs for 
the past few months, thinking 
this was just a temporary 
measure to give you time to get 


the problem with LCRA and

Cong. Pickle chides 
President Ford 
for ‘inconsistency’

U.S. Rep J J ‘Jake ” Pickle 
Tuesday night chided President 
Ford for “ inconsistency” and 
said that he should not be, 
“ issuing ultimatums to the 
Congress as he did last night in 
Houston but should pursue a 
spirit of cooperation with the 
Congress,” 
“ Last October, the President 
called for an additional tax of 
five per cent, now he calls for a 
rebate of $16 billion and a 
budget deficit of more than a 
billion dollars per week,” the 
11-year veteran of Congress 
told the annual Elgin Chamber 
of Commerce banquet "Now, I 
don’t blame someone for chang­ 
ing his mind and making a 179- 
degree turn, but I don't think 
that it is reasonable for Mr. 
Ford to ask us to swallow this 
whole new program without 
having a chance to propose 
alternatives” 
The new member of the 
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GEORGETOWN INN 
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powerful House Ways and 
Means Committee said that the 
proposed $3 per barrel tarriff 
on imported oil would “jack up 
gasoline bills by 15 or 20 cents a 
gallon Any tax rebate money 
received by FJgin commuters 
would be spent for higher costs 
at the pump.” 
“ The Congress must deal im­ 
mediately with the recession 
but it dries us little good to run 
helter-skelter, first after infla­ 
tion, then after recession, then 
after inflation again,” Pickle 
said 
The Congressman from 
Austin assured the audience 
that “ within 90 days the 
Congress w ill advance a 
positive program.” - 
Pickle advocated a $1 import 
fee on oil together with a reduc­ 
tion in quotas and some kind of 
overall allocation program, 
combined with a serious con­ 
servation program. “ I believe 
such a combination would 
achieve the one million barrel a 
day reduction that Mr Ford 
seeks,” Pickle stated 
Warning against growing sec­ 
tionalism, Pickle added, “ Tex­ 
ans don’t mind sacrificing if all 
other regions do their part But 
it is difficult to understand why 
the Northeast, which balks at 
drilling off its coast, receives 
reductions in the cost of refined 
gas I am tired of seeing Texas 
made the sacrificial lamb.’’

Farm income tax errors are costly 


“ Every year, a number of 
common mistakes cost Texas 
farmers and ranchers ad­ 
ditional dollars at income tax 
tim e,’’ notes Dr. Wayne 
Hayenga, economist for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
With 
the 
March 3 dead­ 
line for filing farm income 
tax returns looming ahead, the 
economist encourages farmers 
and ranchers to give special 
attention to their income tax 
returns to avoid costly errors 
He lists some of the major 
income tax mistakes: 
1. Letting the tax accoun­ 
tant do it all. Producers must 
know tax laws themselves and 
be able to “ think taxes” with 
every management decision 
they make during the year. 
When using a tax accountant, 
be sure he knows farm tax laws 
and how your operations can 
affect your taxes. 
2. Poor planning. 
The 
failure to buy or sell before the 
end of the year and lack of 
attention to timing sales and 
trade-ins to transform ordinary 
income into capital gains are 
costly management errors. 
3 Failure to claim invest­ 
ment credit. This also reflects 
on poor planning since trading 
an implement too soon will 
reduce the amount of invest­ 
ment credit that can be claim­ 
ed Using the 7 per cent invest­ 
ment credit can lighten the tax 
burden for many farm and 


ranch operations. Investment 
credit can be carried back three 
years to retrieve tax money 
previously paid, or can be 
carried forward seven years to 
save on future taxes. 
4. Poor record keeping To 
take full advantage of tax 
credits, good records are a 
must. A good record-keeping 
system should meet the needs of 
production operations and tax 
record 
requirements. 
Good 
records also help keep track of 
expenses that might otherwise 
be overlooked. 
5. Failure to watch tax 
changes. As tax laws and court 
rulings change from year to 
year. the agricultural producer 
must keep abreast of all items 
that may affect his operation. 
Of special importance is the 
Keogh Act which provides for 
tax-free retirement benefits. 
The Act allows a deduction of IO 
per cent of earned income or 
$2,500 which ever is less, to be 
set aside — tax free—in a 
qualified retiremant plan. Also, 
up to $2,050 may be paid to each 
dependent child annually for 
farm wages without losing an 
exemption, and the child owes 
no tax. 
6 Failure to use capital 
gains fully. Capital gains can be 
a major source of tax savings. 
A long-term capital gain means 
that only one-half of the profit 
is taxed if assets were held for 
six months or more, except for 
certain classes of livestock 


which must be held at least 24 
months. 


7. Failure to deduct ex­ 
penses for land clearing and 
soil and water conservation 
work. Currently, up to $5,000 or 
25 per cent of taxable income 
from farming in any one year 
can be deducted for clearing 
land to make it suitable for farm 
ing. Excess amounts are add­ 


ed to the land cost and offset 
gain on sale. 
8 Failure to deduct ex­ 
penses for business trips. 
“ By thinking and planning 
taxes as well as keeping good 
records, income tax time can 
be less of a burden,” says 
Hayenga. “ The time spent in 
planning tax strategy could be 
the most profitable hours of the 
year.”

Dr. Fitts stresses self-awareness 


’If you could have a magic 
wand and could give yourself 
and others anything, what 
would be the most important 
thing you could give?” 
Dr William Fitts, director of 
research at the Dede Wallace 
Center for community mental 
health services at Nashville, 
Tenn., asked this provocative 
question of a number of 
Southw estern 
U n iv e rs ity 
students and faculty Wednes­ 
day at a meeting of the 
Southwestern 
Psychology 
Society. 
After giving the group an op­ 
portunity to think, Dr 
Fitts 
probed further into the question 
by pointing out that to some, es­ 
pecially those in the poorer 
places of the world, 
the 
necessities such as food, 
clothing and shelter might 
seem formost. 
To others, education might be 
the most important gift 
Or 
status. Or power 
Yet none of these were tops 
on the visiting psychologists’s 
list To Dr. Fitts, the most im­ 
portant gifts would be 
—Self awareness. 
—The ability to accept a per­ 
son as he or she is. 
— The 
a b ility 
to com ­ 
municate. 
“One of the best things that 
someone could do for another is 
to follow him around with a 
video tape camera and record 
everything he does and says for 
a couple of days,’ 
Dr. Fitts 
said “ This would surprise a lot 
of us — we d see ourselves as 
others see us. It would certainly 
make us more aw are of 
ourselves.’’ 
Fitts emphasized how little 
that people really know about 
themselves. “ None of us really 
knows how we look from 
behind, for instance, yet this is 
how much of the world sees us 
about half the time." 
More and better tools are be­ 
ing developed to help people 
becom e 
m ore 
a w a re of 
themselves, Dr 
Fitts pointed 
out. 
Modern technology has 
produced tape recorders to 
enable a person to hear how he 
or she sounds. First movies and 
then video tape let them see 
how they do things (such as how 
a golfer swings his club). 
One of the most interesting 
new developments is in the field 
of bio-feedback,” he said 
This science, developed to a 
great extent for the space 
program, enables a person to 
monitor such functions in his 
body as blood pressure, blood 
sugar level, breathing, and 
pulse rate. “ We have found that 
if a person knows what is going 
on in his body, he can control it. 
Epileptics are now learning to 
control their seizures. This is 
just one more way to increase 
self awareness.” 
Still another tool, hypnosis, is 
another way to help a person 
find self awareness, Fitts said. 
There have been many changes 
in this field. It has developed 
into a recognized way of work­ 
ing with and for another to help 
him learn more of himself 
In talking about his second 
“ great gift, Dr. Fitts said that 
most people could not fully 
accept another person unless 
they felt no need to change that 
person 
“ One of our main troubles is 
in letting other people be 
different,” he said 
“ If you 
really want to help others grow 
and change — then learn to 
accept them as they are. 
The secret to accepting 
others and being aware of self 
can be found in the third gift, 
the ability to communicate, Dr. 
Fitts said. “ I don’t feel we can 
achieve these first two without 
a lot of good, open, honest com­ 
munication with others, 
he 
said. 
Barriers to good communica­ 
tion, he said, are that “ much of 
our communication is wrapped 
up with trying to get someone to 
feel sorry for us, or with trying 
to impress someone, or with 
trying to get someone to do 
:: 
something. 
“ Not often do people ap-

proach each other for the pur­ 
pose of just knowing each 
other,” he said “ And this is 
where the real communication 
comes in - this is where both 
parties w ill grow in self 
awareness and also in accep­ 
ting others ” 
Trained as a clinical psy­ 
chol^, Dr 
Fitts is perhaps 
most widely know within me 
profession as the developer of 
the 
“ Tennessee Self-Concept 
Scale.” a personality assess­ 
ment measure used through 
this country and rn more than 
three dozen foreign countries 
Most recently Dr Fitts and 
his associates have developed a 
series of paper-pencil mazes 
designed to point out certian 
personality dynamics and to 
measure the various styles or 
ways in which individuals go 
about dealing with a problem 
Students in Southwestern's 
Psychology Dept 
w ill be 
a s s is tin g D r. F it t s th is 
semester in collecting data to 
provide norms for the mazes, 
and to furnish data concerning 
their reliability and validity.

CREDIT BILL PATMAN, senator for this district.

Patman said a 35 per cent increase in interest 
rates on a $1000 loan would be the result of the 
bill which was introduced Jan 22. He saidundcr 
the present law, the interest cost of a $1000 loan 
is $110 on 12-month loans. Under the proposed 
law the cost jumps to $150, a full 35 pet cent 
increase over present rates, Patman argued. 
He also said that if a person borrowed $2h00 he 
would pay $320 in interest, a 53.9 per cent in 
crease over the present $208 
Protesting further. Senator Patman said the 
borrower "may be required to pay life, health 


and property insurance premiums to cover the 
loan. 
When these costs are mandatory, the 
annual percentage rate on a $1000 loan would 
increase from 26.62 to 34.59 per cent under 
Senate Bill 69." Patman charged that in many 
cases the loan companies profit heavily from 
insurance charges. 
Senator Patman maintained that Senate Bill 69 
would be a burden on the borrowing public and 
would contribute to the problems of inflation. He 
labeled committee action as uncharacteristically 


hasty." 
It is about time that somebody spoke up 
against bills which make "loan sharks 
out of 
lending agencies. 
Whether Patman wins his 
fight or loses it, he will at least have put in his 
plug for the people. We salute him.

Figures that should help you to decide what and how 


much to plant are to be released this week. Included will be 
the crop intentions planting report on a national and state 
level. This will involve planting projections for major crops 
including gram soighum, cotton, corn and other crops. 
Study it closely; it should give you an insight into what 
farmers will be planting this year. 
Also study the grain stpcks rn position report, which is 


expected to be released this week. That will show you the 
amount of various grains on hand. 
Still anothet report you might want to look at closely 


will be the 1974 report for Texas crops. This report was 
recently issued and will update previous preliminary reports 
on Texas farm production. 
These and other reports about farm production are 


becoming of 
more and more interest. Not only are 


producers i 
mg a closer look at them, but agribusinessmen 


as well as co. .umers are paying attention to them since 
they will give an insight into production plans and thus 
prospective total production of various commodities during 
1975. 
Producers can use these reports to help them determine 


their own production plans for 1975. For current reports,

F E R T IL IZ E R industry spokesmen are concerned about 


the amount of fertilize! that will be needed to produce this 
year's crops. 
An increase is expected for feed grains including corn 


and grain sorghum 
Although a decrease in acres is 


anticipated for cotton, it is not expected to be enough to 
offset other increases. 
The inventory of fertilizers has also been decreased 


compared to previous years. 
Fertilizer industry spokesmen did not indicate what 


prices might be for 1974, but a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture study shows a 10 to 15 per cent increase in 
price is in the offing over the pr ices af 1974. 


SH EEP and lamb feeding continues to decline. Drylot 


sheep feeders with a lot capacity of 2,000 head or more had 
only 59,000 sheep and iambs on feed for slaughter as of 
Jan. 1, the Te x as Crop and Livestock Reporting Service 
notes. 
This is 45 per cent below a year earlier and the lowest 


Jan. 1 total since 1970. Placements during last December 
totaled 22,000 head.

February and March ntentions are incomplete at this time 
because additional lambs could still be placed on feed and 
marketed during the penod.

COTTON production figures for Texas continue to 


decline, reflecting the severe weather conditions for that 
crop last yeai Harvest is va tually complete. 
Average per acie yield is now set at 279 pounds/This 


would be the second lowest yield of the past 20 years. 
Total production of cotton for the state for the 1974 


season will be two million bales under that of 1973. The 
anticipated total now is 2,620,000 bales. In 1973, the total 
was 4,673,000 bales.

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Let ’em eat grass

Grass-fed beef. A new thing and an 
old thing. A truly old thing. It came 
out of Texas and elsewhere in the 
United States on the most massive 
scale in history during the last cen­ 
tury when the great American beef 
herds were created. 
The U.S. became the largest world 
producer of beef — and the largest 
world consumer of beef — as livestock 
munched its way across the vast U.S. 
heartland of grass. 
But suddenly it became important 
to marble beef. Better flavor, it was 
said, and more tender meat. And 
presently millions of head of cattle 
were munching grain in feed lots - 
eating people food. 
Figures today show, however, that 
if the feed lots are skipped, people 
food is saved and the cost of beef to 
the ronsumer drops as much as 60 
cents a pound 
W ith the grasslands coming more 
and more to the fore, a revolutionary 
transformation of the Am erican beef- 
cattle industry may be under way. 
Such a transformation would hold out 
the promise of saving millions of lives 
in other countries, at the same time 
that it reduced U.S. shopping bills. 
How many lives it saves — and the 
added saving in consumer dollars — 
w ill depend on just how well the 
Department of Agriculture, the politi­ 
cians, the bankers, and the con­ 
sumers themselves, are able to coop­ 
erate to make this transformation 
come to pass. 
The 
“ revolution” 
sounds 
dis­ 
arm ingly simple, but it is as profound 
as waking up tomorrow morning to 
find that all our cars could suddenly 
get 30 miles per gallon of gasoline: 
Stop feeding grain to beef cattle, and 
go back to range grass. 
Last year, the U.S. fed over 40 
million tons of grain and five million 
tons of soybeans and other high- 
protein concentrates to U.S. beef 
cattle. This process was reflected in 
three different ways: 
• In the “ marbling” of choice 
grade beef, which is the principal kind 
sold 
in 
our 
supermarkets. 
This 
“ m arbling," of course, is largely 
fatty cholesterol. 
• In the cost, where each pound of 
weight gain in the feed lot takes 
roughly six pounds of grain fed to the 
animal. The total 1973 feed bill, which 
the consumer ended up paying, was 
over $5 billion, 
• In the diversion of huge quan­ 
tities of food from humans to animals. 
The average steer eats enough while 
in the feed lot to keep six people alive 
for a year on a direct grain diet. 
B y contrast, in many countries the 
only food that cattle eat is range 
grass. Peru even has a law against 
feeding grain to cattle. Virtually all 
Australian and Argentinian beef is 
grass-fed. 
But in the United States the great 
natural advantages of this “ grass-to- 
meat-factory” have been almost for­ 
gotten. Under pressure from corn- 
raising farm ers, in the old days of 
surpluses, the federal government 
introduced a “ grading” system that 
was heavily biased toward intensively 
grain-fed beef: Few consumers real­ 
ize, however, that the “ choice" label 
represents nothing more than this 
deal between the Department of Agri­ 
culture and the grain farmers. 
The net result is that 34 million head 
of cattle entered feed lots last year, 
and the average feed lot resident 


munched its way through 1.2 tons of 
grain and 300 pounds of high-protein 
concentrates It emerged grossly fat, 
costly, and a victorious competitor 
with the hungry tens of millions of 
Asia and Africa. So voracious, in fact, 
that just a 20 percent shift away from 
grain-fed beef would free enough 
grain and concentrate to meet the 
entire nine-million-ton famine-relief 
need estimated at the recent World 
Food Conference. 
And the experts are agreed that 
such a shift is readily possible. There 
is no reason why all U.S. table beef 
should not be grass-fed within another 
five years. 
A key series of supporting changes 
are needed, however, to facilitate this 
vital “ return to nature ’*: 
A change in U.S. beef-grading stan­ 
dards sim ilar to changes made in 
Canada in 1972, so that leaner, lower- 
cholesterol beef Is not misleadingly 
labeled as low-grade. 
A new “ lean” grade should be 
established, and probably a separate 
grading system for grass-fed beef 
(now being sought in British Colum­ 
bia) should be introduced. 
As the consumer demand for range- 
fed beef increases, banks and govern­ 
ment agencies are going to have to 
cooperate with cattle ranchers to help 
finance and facilitate the shift to 
increased range-feeding operations. 
But, most of all, consumers them­ 
selves are going to have to become 
aware of the life-saving, inflation- 
fighting significance of 
range-fed 
beef, and to insist that their local 
market, restaurant, or college cafe­ 
teria give them the range-fed option.

The 
Russians, at first, wouldn’t let her go. 
But now she says she may get a visa 
in a month. 
If she does, the officials could say: 
“ Why, of course she can go. Ro­ 
mance and all that. We hope she’ll 
come back uncontaminated by m ilita­ 
ristic im perialist capitalist notions, 
but if she doesn’t, we can stand it. 
After all, her existence is a reminder 
that Am erica and the Soviet Union 
were once allies in the war against 
Hitler. And anyway, this is a kind of 
love story, with no ideology involved. 
If they should say that, President 
Ford could issue a statement of 
appreciation. 
Secretary 
Kissinger 
could promise that the lady would not 
be shadowed by the CIA or the F B I. 
She would get a royal welcome and 
200,000,000 Americans, their hearts 
touched, would say, "W hy, those 
Russians aren’t so bad." The gener­ 
ous gesture would do more for detente 
than a dozen solemn conferences. 
Maybe, now, somebody in Moscow 
has already thought of all this. — The 
Boston Globe

Outdoorsmen, particular­ 
ly campers, are constantly 
confronted 
with

rust 
problem. Hammers, saws, 
pliers, machettes, knives 
and all other metallic ob­ 
jects 
made 
of iron or 
steel demand frequent at­ 
tention. 
These items are 
pro­ 
tected from moisture by a 
surface coat of wax, sili­ 
cone, paint or oil. How­ 
ever, 
as these coatings, 
wear off, from frequent 
use, they m ust be treated 
again and again. 
D am pness 
in 
the 
air, 
dew, rain and spray all 
create 
rust. 
Saltw ater 
spray 
and 
the saltw ater 
itself are, of course, most 
dam aging. 
Perspiration, because it 
is slightly acidic, is an­ 
other cause of rust. All 
perspiration 
marks 
and 
other dampness should be 
wiped from any iron or 
steel items to keep them 
rust-free and in perfect, 
working order. 
Tools 
and 
other 
like 
e q u i p m e n t should he 
stored 
in 
warm 
areas 
when possible. 
Maximum p r o t e c t i o n 
against rust 
is achieved 


by applying a thin coat­ 
ing of oil to the metal, 
from time to tim e. W rap­ 
ping the object in a soft 
oily 
rag is an excellent 
idea. Sew ing-m achine oil 
is preferred, hut any type 
of lubricating oil will do 
in an em ergency, as will 
vaseline. Just don't over­ 
do it. A thin coating is all 
that is necessary. 
Other items to be so 
treated should include all 
firearms. These should be 
wiped clean after every 
outing and another thin 
coat of oil or silicone ap­ 
plied 
immediately. Then 
by wrapping each firearm 
separately in a soft, oil- 
treated rag, preservation 
is certain. If wrapped and 
stored in a gun case, in a 
warm area, don’t zip the 
case tight. Leave room for 
a little warm air to pene­ 
trate. 


Tools 
heavily 
coated 
with rust should be given 
a hard scrubbing with a 
wire 
brush 
follow ing 
a 
good soaking in a liquid 
rust solvent. Solvent will 
loosen the rust deposits so 
that the brush scrubbing 
need not he so severe as 


to dam age the underlying 
metal. 
If rusty tools, such as 
pliers and scissors can be 
disassembled 
and 
each 
part 
treated 
separately, 
rust removal will be eas­ 
ier, more complete, and 
more effective. Once the 
unit is thoroughly cleaned 
apply a coat of silicone to 
each part and reassemble. 
I f s a good idea to com ­ 
pletely em pty the tool box 
from 
tim e 
to 
tim e 
and 
clean it thoroughly. Then 
spray the inside with WD 
40. 
Before replacing the 
item s taken from the tool 
box, spread a clean, soft 
oily rag in the bottom of 
the tool box. 
Rust remover, nut and 
bolt loosener and a little 
oil come in mighty handy 
around both the campsite 
and the garage. If you 
don’t think so just forget 
some time and leave your 
axe, 
hammer, 
pliers or 
screwdriver outdoors over­ 
night—and you’ll find that 
you do. 
Camping equipment and 
other hardware are expen­ 
sive items these days.

Scott said 
He added that for more infor­ 
mation on sunflower production 
and contracts, farm ers should 
contact the manager at the Cen- 
Tex Cotton Oil Mill in Thrall 
Scott urged farm ers to plan to 
give sunflowers top priority 
m anagem ent or don't plant 
them at all. 
Like any other crop, he said, 
sunflow ers dem and proper 
management and respond poor­ 
ly when management practices 
are neglected 
Sunflowers need to be planted 
early, about late February or 
early March, Scott said 


He recommended the follow­ 
ing as essential management 
practices: 
•Plant only a good yielding 
Hybrid sunflower. 
•Prepare good, firm seedbed

• First, the grain sorghum 
acreage will be more than usual 
and will probably exceed the 
previous record Thus, demand 
for seed will be great 


• P lenty of seed will be 
a v a ila b le from 1974 seed 
production and c a rry over 
stocks from previous produc­ 
tion 
“ The supply of some hybrids, 
however, may not meet de­ 
mand and some seed lots may 
have lower germination than 
desired.” he explained 
Spears noted that the seed 
production crop in 1974 was 
lower than usual due to less 
favorable growing conditions 
“ Rain and freezing weather 


last fall damaged some grain 
sorghum seed production when 
the crop was maturing Only a 
part of production fields were 
affected and most of the 19/4 
produced seed will have as good 
germination as usual,' he said 
He explained that equipment 
is being used to separate out as 
much of the weather-damaged 
seed as possible 
“ Seed treatm ent will help to 
m in im ize the e ffe c t from 
weathering. Frequent germ ina­ 
tion tests are being made to 


keep tabs on the condition of 
seed before it is sold 
■ Most of the seed from 1974 
production wilt have 80 percent 
or better germination, but some 
germinating 65 to 70 percent 
may be sold.” Spears said 
Last year's seed germinated 
at about 90 percent 


S p e a rs o ffe re d s e v e ra l

“ Under present guidelines,” 
she noted, “ the am ount of 
money you pay and the amount 
of food stamps you receive 
d epends p rim a rily on the 
num ber of persons in your 
household and your adjusted in­ 
com e.” 
The average household, Mrk. 
Yarborough said, pays 23 per­ 
cent of its income for food 
stamps. 
The U. S. House of Represen­ 
ta tiv e s, by a 374-39 vote, 
prevented the Ford adm inistra­ 
tion from increasing the Tood ' 
sta m p c o st, d elay in g im ­ 
plementation of the 30 percent 
req u irem en t until at least 
December 30 of this year. 
MRS. YARBOROUGH said 
the food stamp price is new 
frozen at the 23 percent mark 
The amount paid by each fami­ 
ly varies according to a sliding 
scale based on income, she 
said. 
She said that criticism of the 
Ford proposal centered on its 
impact of the price increase on 
the very poor and the elderly, 
who have been paying relative­ 
ly low proportions of their in­ 
come to obtain food stamps. 
In Williamson County. Mrs. 
Yarborough said, about 600 
families receive food stamps 
In all. the stamps benefit about 
2400 people, she added 
“ Anyone is eligible to receive 
them .” 
Households already on public 
assistance from the state are 


automatically eligible to par­ 
ticipate in the food stam p 
program, she explained. 
“Under the public assistance 
program, a family is certified 
to receive food stam ps for six 
months — th at’s how often we 
review each case,” she explain­ 
ed. 
Households not on public 
assistance may also qualify for 
food stamp benefits.

The U. S. Army Corps of Engineers has ad­ 
vised the City of Georgetown to follow its 
original plan for constructing a water intake 
facility away from the proposed dam on the 
North Fork of the San Gabriel River 
The unofficial recommendation, if approved 
by the national Corps office, will save the city 
thousands of dollars. Leo Wood, city manager 
said Friday. 
Wood explained that in negotiations with the 
Corps of Engineers in Fort Worth Wednesday, 
the city was advised to amend its plans and to 
move the water intake structure from a site on 
the North Fork dam to a site the city originally 
suggested for the facility. 
The city manager said tnat if the city had built 
the intake facility on the dam, as the Corps had 
earlier suggested, it would force the city to con­

Local schools 
to receive aid 


Williamson County school districts will 
receive an estimated $475,476 under 
emergency school finance legislation ex­ 
pected to clear the Texas legislature soon, 
Rep Dan Kubiak said Thursday 
The bill, earmarking $75,686 for the 
Georgetown School District, appropriates 
a total of $80 million to help Texas public 
schools meet expenses of the present 
school year. Kubiak said 
The emergency funding is necessary 
because our present school finance system 
does not cover the cost of public 
education, 
Kubiak said 
“ This situation makes it clear that the 
legislature must act this year on an entire­ 
ly new school finance system." 
Kubiak, chairman of the House Educa­ 
tion Committee in the last legislature, 
said he will be sponsoring one of the major 
proposals for revamping the school 
finance laws.
